JAPANESE ENTER 
SHANHAIKWAN CITY 
IN WAR RENEWAL 


Japanese Planes Bomb 
City on Jehol Border as 
General Struggle Looms 
Again in Far East. 


TOKYO, Jan. 3.—(Twesday.)—(P) 
Japanese and Manchukuo flags float- 
ed today over Shanhaikwan, within 
the Great Wall of China. 

According to Japanese military re- 
ports, occupation of the ancient city 
was completed by the Japanese Mon- 
day night after brisk fighting which 
began early in the afternoon with 
the arrival of a portion of a Japanese 
regiment stationed at Suichung. 

The Chinese garrison which had 
been stationed at Shanhaikwan was 
said to have been withdrawn to Chin- 
wangtao where reinforcements were 
arriving for beth sides. 

Peiping, Tientsin Alarmed, 

Both sides were awaiting develop- 
ments which are expected to deter- 
mine whether the trouble will be lo- 
calized in the Shanhaikwan area or 
will spread to the province of Jehol 
and involve Peiping and Tientsin, 

Lieutenant General Kotaro Naka- 
mura, Japanese commander in Tien- 


tsin, issued a stern communication to 
General Chang Hsiao-liang, former 
governor of Manchuria and a Chinese 
military leader, in which it was 
charged General Chang's subordinates 
were entirely to blame for the fight- 
ing at Shanhdikwan ‘“‘which the Jap- 
anese army was unable to overlook.” 

“If your forces attempt further ac- 
tion against us, a grave situation will 
result in’ all of northern China for 
which you will pe entirely responsi- 
ble,” General Nakamura declared, 

Troops in Tientsin, 

A Reugo (Japanese) news agency 
dispatch from Changchun reported 
that headquarters were awaiting full- 
er accounts of the Shanhaikwan fight- 
ing, but were disposed, towards a 
“very strong attitude.” 

The first Japanese units to be in- 
volved in the fighting were under the 
command of Lieutenant General Na- 
kamura and were stationed in the 
Tientsin and Shanhaikwan district in 
accordance with the Boxer protocol of 
190L whereby America, Japan, Great 
Britain, France and Itaiy were per- 
mitted to station troops as a guard 
over the route from Peiping to the 
sea. 

The Japanese troops from Suichung 
were placed under the command of 
General Nobuyoshi Muto, in charge 
of the control of the south Manéhu- 
rian government. This move meant 
Japanese forces in Manchuria for the 
first time crossed the border of Man- 
chnkuo, the Japanese-sponsored state. 

Origin of the fighting at  Shan- 


| haikwan, remained obscure. Each side 


blamed the other for beginning the 
hostilities. The Japanese claimed that. 
following early desultory firing, an 
agreement was reackbed Monday morn- 
ing whereby the Japanese were to he 
garrisoned at Nankwan, a suburb of 
Shanhaikwan. Under the agreement. 
the Japanese assert, the Chinese were 
to retrre from that place, but when 
the Japanese entered Nankwan the 
Chinese fired upon them. 

The only casualties _ reported this 
morning included a Japanese lieuten-

Processors Would Pay

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—(P)— 
Establishment of a minimum price on 
four great agricultural commodities 
was the farm aid plan virtually com- 
pleted today for considerativun in the 
house during the week. 

It would guarantee the farmer this 
price by levying, if necessary, and 
distributing to him processing fees 
that would mount in the aggregate to 
hundreds of millions of d>liars.

Warning that a 20 per cent salary 
cut in the basic pay of all municipal 
employes and other economies must be 
made for the new year if Atlanta is 
to weather the financial problems fac- 
ing it, Mayor James L, Key Monday 
night called on the new city council, 
city officials and employes to support 
retrenchments. At the same time he 
expressed the hope at the organization 
session that the crisis facing the city 
will be passed during 1933. 
_ Employes last year suffered reduc- 
tions amounting to slightly more than 
17 per cent in their basic pay, aud 
Key's 20 per cent figure is an addi- 
tional cut of approximately 3 per cent. 

Only one public improvement re- 
ceived Key's official cognizance for 
the year as he delivered his annual 
message to the assembled new body. 
He urged a “reasonable amount of 
money in ¢he new finance sheet tu 
extend sewers and enlarge sewage dis- 
posal units.

Low prices and heavy mortgages 
have combined with the delinquent 
tax situation to cause many farmers 
to lose title to their land.

Al Smith Doubts Technocrats 
Have Only Solution for World 


NEW YORK, ae 2.—Alfred E. 
Smith comments on technocracy in the 
January issue of the magazine “New 
Outlook,” appearing tomorrow. 

He criticizes the technologists for 
using abstruse language, and for intol- 
erance of existing systems and leaders 


their findings. However, he sees the 
study of the problems with which they 
are concerned “a fine thing’ and says 
that “undoubtedly much good will 
come from a discussion of their plans.” 

“Every now and then someone dis- 
covers a new system which is bound 
to revolutionize: all government and 
the entire economic system,” Smith 
writes. “When the initial excitement 
dies down, it is always found that 
changes in these fields are gradual 
and that we have mistaken new words 
for new principles.” 

He summarizes technocracy as fol- 
lows: 

“That we have developed labor-sav- 
ing machines so fast that there is less 
and less work for men; that our out- 
put of all kinds of things is increasing 
beyond public consumption; and that 
we must have some kind of a new 
government by scientists and engineers 
who will plan a nice balance of ma- 
chine production and human consump- 
tion so that everybody will have both 
necessities and luxuries for his family 
by working only three or four days 
a week.” 

“In order to arrive at the above 
summary,” Smith continues, “it has 
been necessary to wade through a 
great mass of language which is al- 
most unintelligible to anybody but A 
doctor of philosophy or an engineer.’ 

He cites the following. which he at- 
trioutes to Howard Scott : 

“Russia, in its Parthian retreat 


and expresses doubt of the value of: 


“from capitalism, has scored but a 
pyrrhic victory, It mistook the name 
tag of a phase of the price system for 
its entirety. It left the tag and took 
its essential mechanics. A social ap- 
proach based upon the substitution 
of a Hegelian dialectic for an Aris- 
totelian dialectic may be an interest- 
ing intellectual pastime but of no 
functional importance, an example of 
the recrudence of philosophic futility 
of Kuropean tradition.” 

“If the technologists really expect 
to convert the great’ mass of people 
to their views and to persuade them 
to abandon politicians for engineers,” 
Smith comments, “they will have to 
adupt a language which can be under- 
stood by the farmer in the corn belt, 
the steel worker, the miner and the 
small shopkeeper as well as the Ph.D.” 

On the score of intolerance, Smith 
expresses the view that “nothing much 
is gained for this new philosophy by 
denouncing all politicians and states- 
men as demagogues and all business- 
men as fools. Nor will they hold the 
attertion of thinking people by mak- 
ing extravagant claims without ade- 
quate evidence.” 


“Whn I] am told that at the present 
rate we will have 25,000,000 unem- 
ploved in 1934 on account of the in- 
crease in machine efficiency without 
taking into account the depressivn,” 
the article says. “I look for consid- 
erable proof of such figures but find 
none. 

“As for substituting engineers for 
potitical leaders in running the coun- 
try. 1 cannot refrain’ from mentioning 
the fact that we have finished an era 
of government by engineers at Wash- 
ingten and that the people of the 
country did not seem to like it.” 


LAFFOON WILL SEEK 
GENERAL SALES TAX 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 2.—() 
Governor Ruby Laffoon, speaking at 
the: Louisville Board of Trade's an- 


nual New Year's” reception today, 
said he will ask the 1934 general as- 
sembly to enact a general sales tax 
law and remove the state tax on real 
estate and tangible personal property. 

His plans, he said, depend upon the 
voters in November adopting the pro- 
posed amendment to the state consti- 
tution authorizing the legislature to 
remove all state taxes. on real and 
personal property. 

He added, however, “if the  pro- 
posed amendment fails of ratification, 
a sales tax law should not be en- 
acted.” The governor sponsored a 
sales tax during the 1932 session, but 
after passage by the house, the meas- 
ure was killed in the senate rules com- 
mittee. The governor's four-year 
term expires in December, 1935. 

“The owners of ‘lands, town and 
city lots constitute three-fourths of 
our population,” the governor said. 
“The owners of this character of prop- 
erty do not receive sufficient incomes 
therefrom to justify any tax what- 
soever upon them.” 

The governor said that the cost of 
collecting revenue under the proposed 
general sales tax would be not more 
than one-third of the present cost of 
collecting taxes,

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, Jan. 3. 
(Tuesday.) —(#) — The government 
sprang a surprise early this morning 
with the serisational announcement it 
had decided to dissolve the dail eireann 
and to hold the general elections Jan- 
uary 24.

The shocking automobile-train 
crash on the outskirts of Atlanta 
Sunday afternoon, which took the 
lives of two women and sent the 
driver of the automobile to the hos- 
pital, puts tragic emphasis upon 
the ever present danger to life, 
limb and property at railroad grade 
Crossings.

The railroads have exerted every |

Hundreds have been 
eliminated, such as those which 
formerly existed on the highway be- 
tween Atlanta and Macon, but it is 
manifestly impossbile to do away 
with all of them. Double and triple 
sets of signs of all kinds have been 
erected on the approaches to the 
cr@ssings and a recent general as- 
sembly made it illegal to drive upon 
the railroad tracks without first 
coming to a full stop.

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Text of Mayor James L. Key's ad- 
dress delivered Monday night as the 
local government reorganized for the 
new year follows: 

The year 1932 through which we 


have just passed has been one of 
stress and the carrying on of the 
city government under the present 
estadlishment has been attended 
with much difficulty. On account 
of the decreasing values of proper- 
ties, real and personal, and on ac- 
count of reduced revenues in all de- 
partments, some of which were rea- 
sonably anticipated, and others were 
not, it has made it difficult to make 
both ends meet. | 

At the beginning of 1932 it was 
thought that the anticipations were 
conservative and that the expendi- 
tures confined to those anticipations 
would bring the city well within its 
anticipated revenue. This conserv- 
atism is emphasized by the fact that 
the general council voted down the 
original finance sheet and adopted 
another with a much larger antici- 
pated revenue, which was vetoed, 
and an effort to override the veto 
was unsuccessful. Later the orig- 
inal finance sheet was adopted. ‘The 
wisdom of this course is now very 
apparent because the facts now show 
that the anticipations of the finance 
sheet of 1932 as originally made and 
as reduced during the year were ex- 
cessive in the amount of $183,718.67, 
and this amount was an over-antici- 
pation and appears now as a deficit. 
The deficit that existed prior to that 
time was well above $500,000, and 
with this added deficit makes the 
deficit of the city at this time ap- 
proximately $1,000,000. 

Must Take Sound Course. 

With a situation like this before 
us and with the conditions that ex- 
ist generally throughout the country, 
it becomes necessary for us to make 
a survey of the situation generally 
and to adopt a course which is sound 
and economical. 


If these conditions were merely lo- 


cal, we could look about us and en- 
deavor to find the cause and en- 
deavor to solve it, but they are not 
local. ‘They are general. The same 
conditions that surround us surround 
all governments, from the national 
government down to the smallest lo- 
cal taxing district; and there ‘is but 
one thing left for all governments 
to do, and that is to reduce its ex- 


penditures so as to come within its) 


income. 
The expenditures of government 


of atl kinds in the United States are 
estimated hy competent authorities 
to be approximately $14,000,000,000. 
This is but a little less than one- 
third of all the earnings of the peo- 
ple of the United States. from all 
sources for wages, salaries, income 
from properties, and all other classes 
of income. This means on final 
analysis that nearly one-third of the 
income of the people of the United 
States is being consumed in govern- 
ment. Out of any given 12 months, 
approximately all of the earnings 
from all sources of the people of the 
United States for a period of four 
months are taken by government. 
This is a heavier expense than the 
people of this country can afford to 
bear, and particularly it is more than 
the people can afford to bear at this 
time when all the earnings and all 
the resoarces of the people are need- 
ed for readjustment and for giving 
trade and business and property an 
impetus eo that we may emerge from 
the universal depression. 


Local Governments Largest. 


Of these expenses of government, |

It is not a question as to what 
an ideal set-up is, nor is it a ques- 
tion as to whether a valuable service 
is being rendered. The point is that 
government cannot now pay the bill 
and must reduce its expenditures 
down to the point where it can pay 
the bill and can collect the taxes 
from the public for this purpose. 

During the year 1932 the income 
of the sity of Atlanta fell off ap- 
proximately $1,000,000. - This was 
due in iarge measure to a decrease 
in the assessments of property. Some 
of it was caused by decrease in reve- 
nue from other sources... In order 
to meet this situation the city of 
Atlanta reduced its pay roll by 10 
per cent at the beginning of the year 
and for the latter half of the year 
increased that by a two-week vaca- 
tion without pay. 

The year 1933 has a more formid- 
able situation to face. There will 
be another and additional falling off 
in revenue of not less than $1,000,- 
OO below that of 1932. We know 
now that the tax digest will show a 
decrease of approximately $60,000,- 
000. That represents $900,000 
in taxation. We know also from 
past experience that there will be 
a falling off in other revenues, so 
that the estimate of $1,000,000 de- 
crease itself is conservative. ‘The 
problem before us, therefore, is how 

»can this situation be met and solved. 
No Quarrel With Digest. 

We cannot quarrel with the tax 
digest because the decrease there 
probably does not represent fully the 
depreciation in the values of prop- 
erty. A larger decrease might have 
been made and still be well within 
the truth, but a further decrease 
than that makes it almost impossible 
to function as a city government 
and carry on the service which must 
be given if we are to function as 
a city at all. 

Having in mind all the year the 
situation that would have to be met, 
I have made an effort to reduce the 
expenses of all the departments of 
the city, and in carrying out that 
purpose I have had a survey made 
of several of the city departments. 
The regret is that time and opportu- 
nity was not afforded to make a sur- 
vey of all of them. My purpose is to 
make a survey of all of them. Up to 
the present time a survey has been 
made of the marshal’s office, construc- 
tion department, the waterworks de- 
partment, fire department and police 
department. In all of these depart- 
ments it has been made to appear 
that many economies could be ef- 
fected without doing any serious in- 
jury to the service. Some of these 
economies have already been put into 
effect. Others are now waiting the 
action of this present general coun- 
cil as to whether they shall be put 
into effect. 

A survey of all the other depart- 
ments will be made as rapidly as 
possible; and it is anticipated that 
in all pf these economies can ef- 
fected, and where it can be done, it 
will be faithfully reported to you, If 
these eliminations are not made, and 
if these economies are not put into 
effect, there is only one way in which 
the expenses of the city government 
can be reduced, and that is by a re- 
duction in the pay roll. If these re- 
ductions are not made, all the loss 
will have to fall on the city employes 
of the city. If reductions are made, 
the reduction in pay roll will be cor- 
respondingly less. 

It is believed that with the pres- 
ent plan of survey carried out and 
the reductions suggested effected, the 
city can meet the situation by a re- 
duction of 20 per cent in the basic 
pay. If these eliminations are net 
made in several departments, then a 
larger percentage of reduction will 
have to be made in the basic pay. 

It is only fair to those who work 
for the city and who are rendering 
a necessary service that others who 
are employed by the city and who 
are not rendering a necessary serv- 
ice should be eliminated. Those who 
are rendering a necessary service 
should not be called upon to pay the 
wages and salaries of those who are 
not needed. Most of the departments 
of the city are not in position to put 
into effect the principle of sharing 
the work plan. Most of the work of 
the employes of the city calls for 
special training and experience and 
its work cannot be carried on suc- 
cessfully by those who lack that. 

It is unfortunate that the carrying 
out of this plan of elimination leaves 
a good many people out of employ- 
ment; particularly is that true at 
this time when other employménpts 
are difficult to secure. It would seem

self is adding to the difficulties ‘of 
the unemployment situation. On the 
other hand, it must be understood 
that the property owner, the tax- 
payer, those who are operating a 
trade or a business, or an industry, 
who are now staggering under the 
load of governmental expenses, must 
be given some relief or else many of 
those will be forced out of business. 
Many of them who are now giving 
employment will be placed where they 
themselves cannot employ, and while 
the city’s attitude will add a few 
to the unemployment roll, a failure 
tu accord this proper and necessary 
relief will cause hundreds and thou- 
sands of other employers to decrease 
their employments. 

On the other hand, if the city does 
its duty by them and helps them 
maintain their business and carry 
on their business, and carry on their 
employments, very soon our situa- 
tion will be restored to normal. The 
employments generally in the com- 
munity will increase, and the city 
will soon be able to add to its own 
employments. 

Sympathetic Co-operation. 


The reductions in pay roll and the 
eliminations that have been made 
heretofore, I am happy to report, has 
met with sympathetic co-operation 
from most of the city employes and 
officials. They all recognize that 
these are abnormal times and ex- 
traordinary conditions, and_ that 
these conditions have to be met in 
an extraordinary way. 1 am sure 
that the further reductions that will 
have to be made will meet with the 
same response from most of the city 
employes and officials. If there are 
those who will not sympathize and 
will not co-operate, they should bear 
in mind that there are thousands 
of others here who are out of em- 
ployment and who would gladly sym- 
pathize and co-operate, and will be 
happy in the privilege of doing so. 

The officials of the city have a dis- 
tinct duty in this regard aside from 
the mere matter of looking after 
their several departments. An offi- 
cial is to be pardoned for a jealous 
regard of his particular department, 
and if the city has the ability to 
pay, they are to be pardoned for in- 
sisting on every reasonable service, 
but the officials should have a com- 
prehension not only of the depart- 
ment, but as to the ability of the 
city to furnish those needs. The city 
has a right to call on its officials 
particularly for co-operation in this 
matter, and a failure to accord that 
co-operation shows that lack of ex- 
ecutive ability that is to be expected 
from those who hold high executive 
positions and draw executive pay. 

What has been said with refer- 
ence to deficits is not to be under- 
stood as referring merely to a de- 
ficiency in cash. The deficit referred 
to is as to anticipated revenue, and 
that deficit would appear, as I have 
stated, if every penny of the obliga- 
tions due the city had been paid in 
cash. 

The deficiency in cash has been a 
very embarrassing situation, and has 
added to the troubles of the city. 
The pay roll for the city for the 
month of November and December 
has not been met. The appropriation 
was made for it, and there is an- 
ticipated revenue which will meet 
it, but that revenue was not avail- 
able in funds so that the payroll 
could be met. The council voted an 
issue of scrip to meet the November 
pay roll. ‘This was a great relief to 
the employes of the city avd also to 
the city generally. Il am very happy 
to state that this issue cf scrip was 
absorbed very readily by the com- 
munity and without discount. 
the month of December bad 
paid in scrip also, I doubt 
same would have been absorbed, and 
I feel sure that it would have 
brought about a heavy diseeunt. | be- 
lieve it unwise to extend the matter 
of scrip payment at the present time. 

Must Pay Off Scrip. 

The city will have to pay off the 
present issue of scrip of $100,000 on 
or before March 1. It wight be if 
collections were good, tiat the city 
could pay off the balance of the pay 
roll by that time, but as to that, 
there is no certainty. It will be met 
and paid as rapidly as funds are 
available for the purpose. 

For the pay rolls. of this present 
year the city will be able to borrow 
money on its credit to meet its pay 
rolls. We cannot borrow to meet 
the pay rolls of last year on account 
of legal obstacle. The banks are ad- 
vised that the city of Atianta can 
borrow money during any given year 
to meet the casual deficiencies of 
that year, but that they cannot bor- 
row money during any given year to 
meet the casual deficiencies of the 
preceding year. 

I am happy to state tbat in all 
these difficulties through which we 
have passed and are passing’ the 
credit of the city is unimpaired. Its 
bills have been paid with reasonable 
promptness. Its bonds and interest 
on the public debt have been met 
promptly the day it was due, and 
with some few unavoidab'e delays 
its pay rolls have been met. 

The fact that the city’s credit is 
ag in the light of experi- 
ences that many of the cilies of the 
country are having on that subject 
—among them the largest and rich- 
est of the cities—affords us good rea- 
son to be proud of our city, and for 
this we owe many thanks to those 
who are in position to extend credit 
to the city and upon whose _in- 
dulgence we must rely in carrying 
on the city’s business. 

Among ine things that has added 
to the city’s financial problem « has 
been the amount of money that was 
necessarily expended for charitable 
purposes. The amount of money ex- 
pended for charity for ail purposes 
in the city of Atlanta for the year 
1932 was $961,539.05. That, of 
course, includes the hospitals, dona- 
tions to charitable institutions, reliet 
to the poor, the operation of the re- 
lief center, and like purpcses. It does 
not include free licenses and items of 
that character which is granted as a 
oe of the general relief ot the city. 

his ig a necessary exp*use. The 
city’s hospitals are operated with 
the geratest efficiency and are mak- 
ing a vast contribution to the health 
of the community. The death rate for 
the city of Atlanta last year waa the 
lowest in ‘ts history. 

Much of this money is expended 
for food and fuel to the ,wor. What- 
ever our financial situation may be 
we cannot withhold assistance to 
people who are in absolute want and 
and who are suffering for food and 
fuel. As long as the city has money 
or credit, this help must be extended 
within reasonable limits. 

Aids County in Relief Work. 


The city of Atlanta has this year | 
| eombined with the county of Fulton | 


in carrying on general relief work. 
We have found that this plan works 
admirably. It has effec.ed a creat 
many economies, 
overlapping, duplication and 
has afforded relief where 't was ab- 
solutely needed, and hes kept the 
expense within reasonabie bounds. 
The city acknowledges its apprecia- 
tion for the co-operation »f the cuun- 
ty in this work. 

As to the hospital service, I have 
had occasion to call yous attention 
to this matter in both of my aunual 
communications.. I have ‘felt that 
we should have a larger contribution 
toward this work from the county of 
Fulton, and this iast year they did 
rant a much larger assisiance than 
eretofore; but there is a plan which 
has every glement of fairness and 
justice in 1t that could be and should 
be adopted that would place this kind 
of work where it ought to be, and 
that is, that the public cParity hos 
pitals now mainta.ned by the city of 
Atlanta with the help of Fuiton 
county, should be operatea by Fulton 
county alone—certainiy @: =be extent 
that the fund should driwn from 


the county as well as the city, and 
the county of Fulton taxes the city 
as well as the county. If all of the 
expenses were met by ihe county 
treasury, it would be a fair distribu- 
tion of the burden and ina fair pro- 
portion to benefits received, and 
would an enormous relief to the 
city of Atlanta that needs relief so 
much. 

I trust that the board of county 
commissioners of Fulton county who 
have shown such a splendid spirit of 
co-operation will take this matter 
under serious advisement and wili 
find their way clear to incorporate 
this work as a pat of the duty and 
seroonsiypnty of the county of’ Ful- 
on. | 


Improvements Revealed. 

It is needless to recount many 
public improvements thai could be 
carried on and should be carried oun 
if the city had the means with which 
to carry it on. The city has not 
the means, therefore, tavse things 
for the present will have to be laid 
aside. There is one public improve- 
ment, however, that must be made. 
The necessity for it is imperative. 
The duty of self-protectiun requires 
it, and that is the matter of sewer 
extension and enlargement of sewage 
disposal facilities. 

During last year the city made 
application to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation for funds with 
waich to carry on this work. If the 
gevernor of the state had requested 
the funds under the provisions of 
the act of congress, where the loan 
could be charged to the allocation of 
state road funds unless otherwise 
paid, the city could have secured the 
money, but the governor declined to 
do this. 

An effort was made to organize 


this work in such a way as to bring | 


it within the self-liquidating clause 
of the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration act, but it was found that 
this was legally impossible. It was 
also-determined by the attorneys for 
the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion that the city of Atlanta could 
not make a valid contract for any 
loan which was not to be repaid dur- 
ing the year unless voted on by the 
people. That was on account of the 
provisions of the constitution of the 
state of Georgia, which we wére 
powerless to remedy. The net result 
of it all was that the city of Atlanta 
was unable to secure the funds for 
this purpose from the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. 

But our disappointment in that 
respect will pay result in a 
great saving of expense. We will not 
be able to give as much employment 
as would have been given had the 
work been done under the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation, but 
the amount chargeable to taxpayers 
will be vastly less; so after all, it 
may be said that our misfortune in 
that respect is really a good fortune, 
beceuse now the authorities of Ful- 
ton county have offered to furnish 
all of the common labor, the rock, 
transportation, and temporary roads, 
the city of Atlanta to furnish the 
engineering and other materials, and 
by a common organization build this 
sewer system. I desire to express to 
the authorities of Fulton county the 
appreciation of the city of Atlanta 
for this offer. I think it should be 
accepted hy the city and acted upon 
promptly. It will result in the cost 
of this improvement being reduced 
more than one-half the amount it 
would have cost otherwise. 


Must Create Sewer District. 


In dealing with the matter of this 
sewer system it is necessary that 
there should be created a sewer dis- 
trict covering all of the territory 
wiich is to be served by this devel- 
opment, That includes a large part of 
DeKalb county as well as the city 
of Atlanta, and a larger part of 
Fulton county. This district would 
have power to levy taxes and to issue 
bonds. The cost of this would be 
levied in such a way as to fairly 
equalize the burden in accordance 
with benefits received. 

There was presented to the last 
session of the general assembly a 
bill to incorporate this district, which 
failed of passage. There will be 
presented to the next session of the 
general assembly, which meets this 
munth, another bill for this pur- 
pose. We will endeavor to reconcile 
all of the different elements inyolved 
and satisfy everyone concerned of 
the fairness and justice of the meas- 
ure so as to eliminate if possible all 
contention about the bill and all .>- 
position to the bill. So we have 
every reason to believe that the 
measure will be enacted into law and 
that the sewer construction will be- 
gin within a reasonable time. 

If it is possible the finances of 
the city of Atlanta should be so ad- 
justed as that any cost that would 
fall upon the property of the city by 
reason of this sewer construction 
should be paid out of the general 
treasury instead of being: levied as 
an additional tax upon property. The 
cost will not be very heavy during 
the current year. It, of course, will 
grow as the work proceeds. I en- 
tertain the hope that the ability of 
the city to pay will increase as time 
goes on, and that whatever part of 
this expense, which will be in the 
neighborhood of 90 per cent, falls 
against the city of Atlanta property 
can be met out of current revenue. 

If it cannot be so met it will have 
to be levied as additional tax. This 
additional tax should be avoided if 
hamanly possible, and in making up 
your anticipations and expenditures 
for the year, I ask you to make a 
reasonable appropriation for ma- 
terials to be used in this work with- 


out the levy of any additional tax. | 


In passing upon these questions 
pertaining to the business of the city 
of Atlanta I ask you to look to 
the welfare of the city alone, un- 
mixel with all other questions, and 
solve these problems without regard 
to what effect it might have upon 
other controversies or other situ- 
ations. Your first duty is to the city 
and its people, and in solving its 
problems it will call for self-sacrifice, 
for courage and for fidelity to duty. 
You have by reason of past experi- 
ences a greater comprehension of the 
wituation and a greater conviction as 
to duty than you have had before. 
Many of the facts which you now 
know have heretofore lain in ob- 
scurity, or were within the realm of 
speculation. Now you know what the 
situation is, and you know what your 
duty is. 

We are now face to face with a 
challenge to duty. I have never yet 
known the people off Atlanta when 
they were face to face with a clear 
and obvious duty to fail to meet it 
fuliy and adequately, and in the in- 
terest of the public welfare, and you

ROSE BOWL, PASADENA, Cal.. 
Jan. 2.—(UP)—The University of 
Southern California swamped the 
University of Pittsburgh 35 to ®, in 
the annual Tournament of Roses game 
here today, establishing an important 
claim on the national football cham- 
pionship for the second consecutive 
year and running to 20 the string of 
Trojan victories. 

A capacity crowd of 84,000 people 
saw the Trojans humiliate Pitt by 
turning in the most decisive win in 
the history of-the New Year's Day 
competition. 

The previous high margin was in 
1930 when the same teams plared 
and Southern California walloped the 
Panthers, 47 to 14. 

Southern California made one 
touchdown each in the first and third 
periods and then added three more as 
Pitt went to pieces in the last, quar- 
ter. Southern California converted 
every time to run its total to 35. - 

PITT THREATENS. 

Pitt threatened on several onecasions 

but was unable to turn the threats to 
touchdowns. 
_ Ernie Smith, the Trojan All-Amer- 
lean tackle, was perhaps the most 
important cog in the Southern (ali- 
fornia victory. It was over his posi- 
tion that the Trojan backs marched 
for their main gains on running plays. 
Meantime, he «lefended his position 
like a stone wall. 

Homer Griffith and Irvine Warbur- 
fon, quarters; Gordon Clark. full, and 
Ray Sparling and Ford Palmer, ends 
were the other stars of Troy. 

Like Ernie Smith, Arren Heller 
was an All-American who lived up to 
his reputation. His defensive work 
was excellent and he was Pitt's more 
consistent yardage earner. His pass- 
ing failed to bother Southern Cali- 
fornia, however, since most. of his 
tries either were batted down or in- 
tercepted. 

Joe Skladany and Ted Dailey. the 
Panther ends, played as well as Spar- 
ling and Palmer. They were’ down 
the field fast under punts, they de- 
fended their positions well and they 
rushed Southern California passers. 

WARBURTON STARS. 

Palmer, Griffith and Barber made 
a touchdown each for Southern Cali- 
fornia, while Warburton went across 
twice. 

Southern California scored early in 
the first quarter, the first time it got 
possession of the ball. Starting on 
their own 37-yard line, Griffith and 
Clark alternated in slashing the line 
to the pitt 52-yard marker, where 
Griffith threw a pass that Palmer 
took over his shoulder across the Pitt 
goal line. 

Palmer was trailed back to the line 
by Mike Sehastian. but he jumped 
high and made the catch. Ernie Smith 
converted. ; 

Pitt did not even threaten during 
the first quarter, but in the second 
came close twice. only to fail. 

Farly in thet period Heller and 
Sebastian carried the ball from their 
own 23 to the Pitt 45 and there Wei- 
senpaugh broke away to run 29 yards 
to the Southern California 24-yard 
stripe. This threat ended on the next 
play when Heller's long pass across 
the goal line was grounded. 

Pitt had its second chance imme- 
diately when Griffith's punt was par- 
tially blocked and the ball went to 
Pitt on the U. 8S. C. 28-yard line. 
Heller lost ten when he couldn't find 
anyone to pass to and then made 12 
yards on two plays. On fourth down 
Sebastian was thrown a‘*yard short of 
a first down and the ball went to 
Southern California. 

22-YARD LOSS. 

Southern California seemed headed 
for a second touchdown late in thie 
quarter when Sparling and Griffith 
ran the ball from their own 40 to 
the Pitt 18-yard line. Griffith went 
back to pass but was tossed for a 22- 
yard loss as the quarter ended. 

In the middle of the third quarter 
Southern California made a long drive 
down the field to the Pitt four-yard 
line, bnt there the defense tightene| 
and Pitt took the ball on downs on its 
own 11-yard line.

REORGANIZATION PLAN 
SUBMITTED BY PARK 


MACON, Ga., Jan. 2.—(/)—A pro- 
gram for reorganizing the state gov- 
ernment has been bade public here by 
Orville A. Park. Bibb county legisla- 
tor and tax authority, who says the 
Georgia tax system has about broken 
down, leaving the most serious prob- 
lems for governmental subdivisions 
since Reconstruction Days. 

With ‘a state deficit of nearly $9.- 
000.000, he says economies and con- 
solidations of departments are not suf- 
ficient within themselves to relieve the 
burdens of the taxpayers or pay the 
deficit. 

As remedies, Mr. Park presented the 
following program: 

1. State deficit must be provided for. 

2. All revenues must be budgeted. 

3. Tax system must be reformed. 

Property Classification Urged. 

(A) Constitution amended to permit 
classification of property. (B) relief 
through license taxes while, awaiting 
constitutional amendment. (C) Sales 
tax as substitute for license tax. (D) 
Increased tax on insurance premiums 
from 11-2 per cent to 3 per cent. (E) 
Reduce exemption on estate tax from 
$100,000 to $25,000. (F) Adjust tax- 
ation of motor carriers. (G) Main- 
tain tag tax until deficit is wiped out. 

4. State must take over entire penal 
system, public school:, public health 
and reorganize judimal system.

Value of Foods Produced in 
By 13,308 Women Is $2,661,600

ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 2.-—The esti- 
mated monetary value of the foods 
produced for home use by 
women enrolled in nutritional clubs 
in the state is $2,661,600, according 
to a survey made of 1932 by Mias 
Susan Mathews, extension nutrition- 
ist of the university system of Georgia. 

A brief review of Miss Mathews’ 
study reveals that the home demon- 
stration agents conducted 679 nutri- 
tional clubs in 1932. In these clubs 
5,268 women made a garden budget; 
5,922 women planted a new vegetable ; 
5,076 planted a new fruit; 5,894 used 
a canning budget; 4,815 increased 
their poultry supply; 2.961 increased 
their milk supply; 3,676 took part in 
a menu campaign; 4,502 adopted rec- 
ommended procédure for getting 
young children to eat and like neces- 
sary foods; 4,594 provided tomato 
and fruit juices for the young chil- 
dren; and 485 schools made improve- 
ments in school lunches. These home 
agents delivered 2,918 lectures on nu- 
trition to their clubs whith were at- 
tended by 66,687 women, ~

who sent in accurate records of the 
foods produced by them on the farm 
for’ the family,” Miss Mathews says.

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Georgia Boy Saved From Sea; 
Seaplane Damaged in Rescue 


FORT LAUDERDALE, Fla., Jan. 
2.—(P)—A valiant rescue of Paul 
Long, 21-year-old Riteborough (Ga.) 
youth brought him back today to his 
parents from a tiny boat that drifted 
into the gulf stream, off Fort Pierce, 
but it left the coast guard seaplane 
Arcturus damaged because of the 
rescue, 

The Arcturus left Miami in re- 
sponse to a call from the Titusville, 
(Fla.) coast guard station. 

In spite of high seas that threaten- 
ed to swamp the plane, Commander 
Cc. C. Von Paulson, in charge, and 
Lieutenant C. H. Foley, co-pilot, made 
a landing and took Long aboard after 
locating his boat 12 miles at sea. 

Taxiing in toward shore, to seek a 
calm bit of water for the takeoff on 
the return trip, the Arcturus was 
damaged in one wing and lost both 
pontoons in shallow water. 

Identification of Long was estab- 
lished today by the customs office at 
Fort Pierce, where the first report of 
his absence was made. 


After the vessel ran into difficulty 
Von Paulson and Foley sent up flares 
which were sighted about 1 o'clock 
this morning by a customs border pa- 


trol officer at Fort Pierce. He gave 
the members of the party food and 
hot coffee. 

Announcement was made here to- 
day that damages to the Arcturus 
were not as bad as had at first been 
reported, and that the plane's sister 
ship, the Acama, which ran aground 
in attempting to effect a rescue, was 
freed of a sandbar and ready to assist 
in salvage.

| Colorful Russian Costumes Feature 


Cabaret Party Given for Miss Lowe 


Colorful Russian costumes and 
striking panels depicting typical Rus- 
sian scenes featured the unique Rus- 
sian cabaret party at which Dr. and 
Mrs. Hal Davison entertained last 
evening at their home on Avery drive 
in honor of Miss Poa agi Lowe. 
debutante daughter of Colonel Thomas 
Hixon Lowe, U. A., and Mrs. 
Lowe. Mrs. Davison, who is a rep- 
resentative of a prominent Russian 
family, was a charming figure in her 
imported Russian costume, which is 
1 years old. Blue and rose were 
the predominating colors in the silk 
and woolen woven costume, which 
was trimmed with touches of silver. 
An exquisite real lace blouse with 
long puffed sleeves was an interesting 
feature and a rose-tinted cap of voile 
ornamented in the front with cross- 
stitch embroidery completed her out- 
fit, which is the type formerly used 
as an informal court costume.

Income Tax Bureau 


~ Reminds of Increases 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 2:—(a3— 
The internal revenue bureau today re- 
minded income tax payers that on 
March 15 they would have to pay 
taxes on 1932 incomes at greatly in- 
creased rates. 

The new rates will be 2 per cent 
on the first $4,000 of net itcome and 
8 per cent on the remainder after ex- 
emptions have been deducted. ‘The 
surtax begins with one per vent upon 
net incomes between $6,000 and $10.- 
QOO and increases to iS rer cent for 
incomes in excess of $1,000.000. The 
rates were 1 1-2 per cent cn the first 
$4,000, 3 per cent on the next $4,000 
and 5 per cent on the neat $4,000. 
with the surtax rates starting at $10.- 
000 and increasing to a maximum of 
20 per cent. 

The new iaw red:ices the exemption 
for single persons from $1,500 to §$1,- 
000, or in case of the head of a family 
or a married person living with bus- 
band or wife, reduces the exemption 
from $3,500 to $2.500. Credits for 
dependents remain at $400 each. 

The reduction o§ the exemption is 
expected to require approximately 2,- 
500,000 additional persons to file re- 
turns this year who were tot required 
to do so under the old law. 


INSTITUTE LEADER 
SEES RENAISSANCE 
IN ARCHITECTURE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—(/)—Ernest 
John Russell, of St. Louis, president of 
the American Institute of Architects. 
predicted today in his annual report 
an architectural renaissance during 
the next decade. 

“Architecture as an art has bene- 
fited immeasurably by the depres- 
sion,” said a statement issued in his 
behalf, “in that ultra-modernism in 
construction has received a_ distinct 
set-back and the architects have been 
forced to turn to more utilitarian 
tasks. ) 

“Because of the economic crisis the 
efforts of honest architectural mod- 
ernists have stirred our imaginations, 
with the result that buildings will be
